How aptly do these words of St. 
Paul reflect the experience of all man- 
kind. Because of this duality in our 
nature we find a Dr. Jekyll and a Mr. 
Hyde, a saint and a demon struggling 
for the mastery in each of us. In the 
last-analysis it will be found that the 
whole purpose of all the exercises of 
the spiritual life is to emancipate the 
will from the tyranny of the flesh, to 
make it the ready servant of the rea- 
son and the conscience of man. 


In order to secure such mastery, 
self-denial and self-discipline are nec- 
essary. The appetite which is always 
pampered, petted-and indulged, be- 
comes imperious and domineering. By 
denying oneself at times pleasures 
that are lawful we strengthen the 
muscles of the will, so that it will be 
more capable of resisting pleasures 
which are unlawful. That is why in 
Lent we are. asked to give up some 
pleasures and amusements which are 
lawful in themselves. We thereby 
fortify the enthronement of our con- 
science and our intellect over our ap- 
petites and cravings. Then when the 
temptation comes we shall be able to 
stand unshaken.

Strength of will which comes 
through self-denial and discipline is 
necessary to success in every line of 
endeavor—in literature, in science, in 
art, in commerce, in athletics. Look 
at the athletes who are training day 
after day on the cinder track.

This strength of will devel- 
oped by spiritual exercises carries 
over into every department of life— 
making for success in scholarship, in 
athletics, in business, in life. 

Not only does it make for success, 
but it makes for that subjective cor- 
relate of success—happiness and 
peace of mind. True happiness is 
found not in the enslavement of the 
will to the passions, but in the en- 
thronement of the conscience and the 
will over the appetites and the in- 
stincts of man. There is found that 
deeper and truer happiness which is 
not dependent upon external circum- 
stances, but is found within-—in the

That is why we find so many idols 
and ideals tumbling down from the 
pedestals under the strong arms 
and unerring eyes of iconoclasts 
like Mencken. It is rather easy to 
barge one’s way into a china shop 
and knock the tea cups into a mil- 
lion pieces. But try to pick things 
up, try to be constructive. That’s 
different. 
Close Range Inspection 

Let’s pick up things after we have 
done our best to take them off the 
pedestals and inspect them at close 
range. Is this generation treading 
the path of dalliance more dizzily 
than it has ever done before? We 
do not think so. Are our boys and 
girls intoxicated with the paganism 
they are continually rubbing elbows 
with? We think not. To put it 
plainly, is our youth destruction- 
bent? We hold plainly that it 
isn’t. We have only one proof, 
namely, the promise of Christ, and 
there cannot be found a more con- 
vincing one than that. 


When Christ instituted the Sac- 
rament of the Eucharist, He told 
His people that anyone who would 
eat His Body and drink His Blood 
would have life in him, not proba- 
bly, but positively, unconditional- 
ly would have life. Times were 
much worse then. Paganism had 
an iron grip on the windpipe of hu- 
manity. Men and women choked 
and rotted from want of air against 
this grip. But the rays of the sun 
play upon a cesspool without losing 
any of their purity; and God gave 
such a sunshine in His Sacrament. 
It enabled man to move through 
the putrefaction of Paganism with- 
out danger to his purity. 

Today, Paganism is supposed to 
have risen from the dead. Neo- 
Paganism it is called. Our young 
people are coming in contact with 
it continually. They would natur- 
ally become infected by it unless 
they are made immune by spiritual 
vaccination. That immunity they 
are getting by receiving Holy Com- 
munion. 

Catholic girls and boys are ap- 
proaching the altar rail with admit- 
able regularity. What if they are 
bubbling over with personality~ as 
long as they are square with their 
God? And they are, if they are 
pressing Him to their hearts, earn- 
estly, lovingly and coritinually. The 
pious angle of the head, and the 
mumbling of fine phrases are not 
necessary to sanctify. They realize 
this and act accordingly. 

While this spirit of faith per- 
sists there is no fear that Neo-pa- 
ganism will triumph. Talk all you 
want about how harum-scarum 
things are going these days; sim- 
ply look upon the inverse side. It 
is a side written over with the 
guarantee of Christ.

“Who shall separate us from the 
love of Christ? ... Neither life 
nor death, nor angels, nor princi- 
palities, nor powers, nor things 
present, nor things to come, nor 
might, nor height, nor depth, nor 
any other creature, will separate 
us from the love of God, which is 
in Christ Jesus our Lord.” With 
St. Peter the priest will exhort: 
“Brethren, labor the more that by 
good works you may make certain 
your calling and election.” 


Respected and Hated 

The priesthood is respected by 
the good and hated by the wicked, 
just as Christ Himself was either 
loved or hated. Those who know 
the priest “account him as the 
minister of Christ and the dispen- 
ser of the mysteries of God.” 
Those who do not know Him 
acknowledge him as a hindrance to 
enlightenment, as a promoter of 
superstition, as one, who by in- 
spiring fear, succeeds in effecting 
only a mechanical religious prac- 
tice which fills the church. They 
do not know that even the little 
child im school is taught that 
superstition is a grievous sin, that 
lip service, if not joined to heart 
service, is unprofitable. They do 
not seem even to comprehend that 
a rational religious practice can be 
built only on definite religious in- 
struction as a foundation. 


Nearly all the mysteriousness of 
the priest vanishes when one keeps 
in mind the words of St. Paul, 
“Every high priest, taken from 
among men, if ordained for men 
in the things that appertain to 
God, that he may offer gifts and 
sacrifices for sins.” 


Priest’s First Purpose 


The priest’s first purpose, there- 
fore, is to serve at the altar as an 
instrument through whom Christ 
exercises His priesthood forever 
according to the order of Melchis- 
dech. His next duty is to dispense 
the means of supernatural life by 
which alone sanctification is pro- 
moted and salvation obtained. Next 
in importance comes the duty to 
instruct the faithful in the science 
of God, “teaching them to observe 
all things whatsoever Christ had 
commanded;” to insist on the ob- 
servance of the Commandments of 
God without compromise to the 
weaknesses of human nature in 
changing times. Knowing that 
“God’s grace is sufficient” there is 
no need of compromise if people 
will only make use of the means 
of grace. 

Pray for the Catholic priesthood 
throughout the world that it may 
not only be loyal to Him Whom it 
represents, but that its efforts for 
the preservation and extension of 
the faith as “once delivered to the 
saints,” may not be retarded by 
the evil-minded who are filled with 
the spirit of anti-Christ.

devotion for modern youth. One 
is astonished at all his works as a 
publicist, his fertile pen having 
given to the public more than one 
hundred and thirty books, pamph- 
lets, tracts, almanacs and plays. 
When did he find time to write 
them, with his hundreds of boys to 
feed, churches to build, congrega- 
tions to found, missions of all sorts 
to carry on, countless souls to 
listen to? 

His days belonged to everybody; 
he had only his nights to himself, 
even if he had these. Then it was 
that he leaned over his inkstand 
and at his lowly writing table, still 
in existence, covered with his large 
hand-writing the. pages with 
which his Apostolic soul would fain 
sustain hearts tempted to evil 
ways. His work as a writer was 
indeed the daughter of his night 
watches; it had meant for him 
many an almost sleepless night. 

His unrestrained Apostolate of 
the press brought upon his life 
base threats and criminal attempts 
from his opponents, baffled but by 
the visible protection of God. 

A large share in his miraculous 
protection belongs to the famous 
dog “Grigio,” the “Gray One,” so 
called owing to his gray coat. He 
was a singular type of creature, 
an unknown dog, which refused to 
have a kennel and a dog’s food, 
which lay down where nobody 
knew, strong on his feet, sharp in 
the jaw, ready to attack any villain 
lurking in ambush with a knife 
stuck “in his pocket: but as gentle 
as a little girl with the boys at 
the oratory and looking at Don 
Bosco with affectionate eyes. 

How had he come to make his 
acquaintance? 


Between the last inhabited 
houses of the city of Turin and 
Don Bosco’s premises there was a 
very bad spot to be crossed. It 
was a rough ground, where you 
constantly run into thick bushes 
and into plantations of mulberry 
trees and acacias. 


This indented and lumpy tract, 
these bunches of leafy growths, of- 
fered criminals paid by the Wal- 
densians the best of shelters for 
lying in wait for their victim. 

His Protector 


Who could protect him when he 
was crossing this dangerou8$ cor- 
ner? Providence took the matter 
in hand. One autumn evening, 
when Don Bosco was scarcely out 
of the edge of the town, a huge 
watchdog came to keep step with 
him and stay at his side. At the 
door of his oratory the dog turned 
around and went away at the same 
Steady pace. And whenever Bon 
Bosco returned home late the same 
thing occurred: his companion 
waited for him at some turn of thé 
road or at the crossways and kept 
him company in t::e most friendly 
manner. 

We cannot dwell on the several 
episodes in which “Grigio’s” teeth 
snapped the life of Don Bosco 
from the grasp of murderers in 
that very spot. 

As soon as the sectarian perse- 
cution had died down, the faithful 
Guardian Angel disappeared. 


For twenty-seven years they 
heard no more of him. But in 1883 
one evening, when Don Bosco, with 
one of his priests, was wandering 
through a dark and stormy night 
in the surroundings of Genoa, the 
creature barked joyfully and led 
him back to the nearest Salesian 
house. 


And that was the last time any- 
one ever saw this fine mastiff 
chosen by Divine Providence to 
protect the Servant of God against 
the vagrants suborned by those 
whom his ready pen disturbed. 


When Pope Pius XI enjoyed as a 
young priest a few days of Don 
Bosco’s paternal hospitality and 
visited with him his printing shop, 
while looking astonished at all the 
set machines in motion, he heard 
Don Bosco say: “My dear Father 
Ratti, when God’s glory and the 


salvation of souls are at stake, Don! 


Bosco wants to be on the forefront 
of progress.”

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Her Suggestions for Strengthening 
Waning Affection In Period of 
Disillusionment Explained 
By Dr. Sheen Over 
“Catholic Hour” 


New York.—The three things 
which the Catholic Church teaches 
supply the “tonic for love” and the 
re-enforcement for loyalty in the 
period of disillusionment in mar- 
riage were treated Sunday night 
by the Rev. Dr. Fulton J. Sheen 
in the course of his address on. 
“The Cords of Adam” over the 
“Catholic Hour.” 


The “Catholic Hour” is broad- 
cast over a network of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company, 
through Station WEAF, here, and 
is sponsored by the National Coun- 
cil of Catholic Men. 


The Church’s three aids as cited 
by Dr. Sheen are: greater emphasis 
on love and less on sex; secondly, 
loyalty to a vow; and love for chil- 
dren. “Undoubtedly, sex has its. 
particular part to play in life,” Dr. 
Sheen declared, “but it is beautiful 
only when it is part of the whole, 
that is, part of that human nature 
given to us by Almighty God, 
which is not only biological, but 
also intellectual, moral and ree 
ligious. 
Like a Lightning Flash 


“Sex is like a lightning flash be- 
tween two drifting clouds, a mo- 
mentary brilliance followed by the 
dread rumblings of thunder. Love 
is less like a spark than a light, 
which goes out from the great 
white throne of God, permeating, 
infusing and indwelling in hearts 
and attuning them to the vibra- 
tions of the great heart of God. 
Sex is a mutual conflict in which 
two hearts pursuing, fall satiated 
and cry out at the goal, ‘Enough!’ 
But love has no such ‘word as 
‘enough,’ but only the word, ‘al- 
ways.’ Sex takes life and ends in 
mutual slaughter; love, craving to 
give life, discovers itself in the 
other and thus becomes immortal. 
Sex is the blind wolf that lives by 
hunting, and after its feast of 
blood it wearies of the chase and 
sleeps; love gives its flesh and 
blood and lives in what it feeds— 
its eucharist of love. Sex is a. wild 
boar wallowing among the lilies 
and yet always thirsty, for in vain 
do hands think to snare the music 
who break the lute; love is as the 
flight of a bird suffering the loss 
of earth to purchase those higher 
and more rarified levels where the 
spirit moves with the glorious lib- 
erty of the sons of God. Sex be- 
longs to the animal; love belongs 
to God.

the creation to the flood. 

In 1521, when the great task was 
finished, “all the world hastened 
from every part to behold it, and 
having beheld it they remained 
astonished and speechless,” accord- 
ing to Vasari, the art historian. 
Posterity has confirmed the ver- 
dict of those early spectators. 

The Sistine Chapel is the private 
chapel of the Pope in the Vatican, | 
built in 1473 for Sixtus IV.

WEEKLY CALENDAR 
OF THE FEAST DAYS 


Sunday, Feb. 26.—St. Porphyry, 
Bishop. At the age of 25, Por- 
phyry, a rich citizen of Thessa- 
lonica, left the world for one of the 
great religious houses in the desert 
of Scete. His health was broken 
through austerities, but upon his 
selling all of his possessions and 
distributing the returns to the 
poor, he was returned to perfect 
health. He was ordained in 393 and 
three years later was made Bishop 
of Gaza. He died in 420. 


Monday, Feb. 27.—St. Leander, 
Bishop, was born of an illustrious 
family at Carthage in Spain, the 
eldest of five brothers. He entered 
a monastery when very young and 
in time his virtue and_ sacred 
learning led to his elevation to the 
See of Seville, at a time when 
Spain was in the possession of the 
Visigoths. He became the happy 
instrument of converting the na- 
tion to the faith. He died about the 
year 596. 


Tuesday, Feb. 28.—SS. Romanus 
and Lupicinus, Abbots. Romanus 
retired from the world at the age 
of 35 and eventually established 
himself in the forest of Mount 
Jura, whither came Lupicinus, his 
brother, in the company of others. 
The brothers governed the monks 
jointly and in great harmony. St. 
Romanus died about the year 460 
and St. Lupicinus survived him by 
twenty years. 


Wednesday, Mar. 1.—St. David, 
Bishop, was the son of Sant, Prince 
of Cardigan and of Non, born in 
the fifth century, and from his ear- 
liest yeaars devoted to the service 
of God. He preached agairist 
heresy, was elected Bishop of 
Caerleon, founded a dozen monas- 
teries and lived to an age of 80 
years, dying on March 1, 561. 


Thursday, Mar. 2.—St. Simpli- 
cius, Pope, was the ornament of 
the Roman clergy under SS. Leo 
and Hilarius, and succeeded the 
latter in the pontificate in 468. He 
was raised by God to comfort and 
support his Church amidst the 
greatest storms. After great trials 
he went to his reward in 483. 


Friday, Mar. 3.—St. Cunegundes, 
Empress, was the daughter of 
Sigefride, the first Count of Lux- 
emburg, and Hadeswige, his pious 
wife. She was married to St. 
Henry, Duke of Bavaria, who, upon 
the death of the Emperor Otho III, 
was chosen king of the Romans. 
She had, with St. Henry’s consent, 
before her marriage, made a vow 
of virginity. After the death of 
her husband, she put aside her 
royal robes and entered religion. 
She died in 1040. 


Saturday, Mar. 4.—St. Casimir, 
King, was the second son of Casi- 
mir III, King of Poland, and was 
born in 1458. He led a life of the 
most rigorous sacrifice and after 
his death many miracles were 
wrought by his body. When his 
tomb in Vienna was opened one 
hundred and twenty-two years af- 
ter his death, his body was found

The Remedy 

What now is the remedy? Knowl- 
edge merely? “Quarry the granite 
rock,” says Cardinal Newman, “with 
razors or moor the vessel with a 
thread of silk; then you may hope 
with such keen and delicate instru- 
ments as human knowledge and hu- 
man reason to contend against those 
giants, the passions and the pride of 

en.” Not knowledge alone, but will 
power is needed. Self control means 
strength of will applied to one’s own 
conduct. How can will power be de- 
veloped? Our Divine Master has 
given us the answer when He said: 
“He that will be my disciple, let him 
deny Himself, take up his cross daily, 
and follow Me.’ By daily discipline, 
daily self denial, such as Lent brings 
to us. In no other way under the hea- 
vens can there be developed will 
power and self-control. 

The same conclusion was reached 
by an altogether different method of 
approach by one of the greatest of all 
psychologists, William James, when 
he said: “Keep the faculty of effort 
alive in you by a little gratuituous 
exercise every day.” Do something 
each day that is hard and mere than 
is required in order that your faculty 
of effort, your will, may not become 
weak and atrophied through disuse. 
Thus strikingly does science retterate 
and reenforce this age old teaching of 
the Church. 

Before the eyes of a world, sick un- 
to death with luxury and self tndul- 
gence, the Church places during Lent 
the age old picture drawn by the Mas- 
ter Artist, Christ, of will power de- 
veloped through self discipline, of 
self-control achieved through acts of 
self-denial. Greater than Napoleon 
Bonaparte, than Julius Caesar, than 
Alexander the Great, the conqueror 
of the world, is the man who has 
Jearned through the instrument of a 
vigorous will to conquer himself. For 
self-control is the open sesame to suc- 
ress in this life and to eternal happi- 
ness in the next. All the after ages 
have but confirmed the wisdom of 
those words of an obscure Flemish 
monk, Thomas a Kempis, written in 
his monastic cell at Zwolle centuries 
ago: “He who best knows how to en- 
dure. . . is conqueror of himself and 
lord of the world, the friend of Christ 
and an heir of heaven.” 


“And Unto Dust... .” 


In addition to the great lesson of 
self-mastery, Lent brings home to 
mankind the fickleness of the world’s 
applause and its insufficiency to satis- 
fy the hunger in the soul of man. On

Why speak to youth in whose eager 
eyes there burn the fires of life, and 
on whose cheeks there rests the bloom

The Church 
thus speaks to them, not to lessen 
their zest for life, but to give them a 
sense of values. She shoves back the 
narrow horizon of youth, removes the 
veil from the senses, reveals the tran- 
sient character of earthly things and 
points out the folly of seeking endur- 
ing happiness in that which is so 
ephemeral. The thought of death and 
the hereafter is salutary at times for 
old and young, for it prompts one to 
answer aright that supreme question 
which the Master addresses to each 
of us: “What doth it profit a man if 
he gain the whole world and. suffer 
the loss of his own soul?” 

The wholesome effect of a profound 
realization of the transiency of human 
life and human beauty is illustrated 
by an incident in the life of St. Fran- 
cis Borgia.

For the charity that he tells us 
about is really God’s love, and 
God’s love is so great that we can 
never measure all of it, even if we 
should live a thousand years. 
| We usually think of “charity” as 
meaning kindness to poor unfor- 
tunate people. But that is only a 
part of the Godly charity, or God- 
ly love, that St. Paul tells us 
about. If we have real divine char- 
ity, or Godly love, we love God 
with all our hearts. And, because 
we know that there is something of 
God in every person in the world, 
we love everybody wh the world, 
even those who are unkind te us 
and those who are very great sin- 
ners. If we have divine charity, 
we treat such people as Jesus did. 
We do good to these who hate us. 
We do not turn proudly away from 
the bad people, but pray for them 
and do all we can to lead them 
back to God. 

Now it “goes against our na- 
ture” to do good to those who 
hate us; it is hard for us not to 
“stick up our noses” at those who 
lead sinful lives. And we could 
never act as we should without 
God’s help. It is God who gives 
us the strength to do these hard 
things. Sometimes we call this 
strength “virtue,” and we often 
speak of charity as a “divine vir- 
tue,”—“‘divine,” because it comes 
from God, and “virtue,” because 
that word means “power” or 
“strength.” : 

God has given us many, many 
good things, but the most precious 
of his gifts are the virtues. There 
are three great divine virtues— 
faith, hope and charity. 

We already know something 
about the gift of faith. And today

As for charity, besides St. Paul’s 
beautiful words, we have a glorious 
example of this Godly love in to- 
day’s gospel. There we hear Jesus 
say to His Apostles: “Behold, we 
go up to Jerusalem, and all things 
shall be done which were written 
by the prophets concerning the Son 
of Man. He shall be mocked and 
scourged and spit upon; and, after 
they have scourged Him, they will 
put Him to death.” | 

Can you think of any greater 
charity than this—that Jesus, Who 
is Ged—Jesus, Who could put us 
all back into nothingness in the 
twinkling of an eye—should leave 
the happiness of Heaven and come 
down here to suffer and die as He 
did—all because of love for us? 
How can we keep from loving God 
with all our hearts when we think 
of how God loved us? 

“And now,” says St. Paul, “there 
remain faith, hope and charity, 
these three; but the greatest of 
these is charity.” Yes, charity, or 
Godly love, is the greatest virtue, 
and faith and hope are like steps 
that lead us up to the great heights 
of charity. We have need of all 
three if we are to live as true chil- 
dren of God. When we first be- 
came true children of God—that is 
when we were baptized—God gave 
us these precious gifts through His 
Holy Church. They bind, or tie, us 
to God, and if we lose them we 
will fall away from God. Let us 
take good care of them then; let us 
pray every day, as the good Pope 
Clement. did: 

“OQ, my God, I believe in Thee; do
